EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT & COMMENT 

1 . Claims 26, 27, 29 and 30 are currently pending and the subject of the 
instant Office action. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The claims are allowed for the reasons of record. Due to high numbers of 
polymorphisms encoding antibodies, the anti-Ap1 1-x monoclonal antibodies 
produced by hybridomas having the accession number LMBP 5896CB and the 
accession number LMBP 5897CB are deemed structurally distinct based on the 
primary amino acid sequence, and therefore are free from the prior art. 
Accordingly, the claims of this application are deemed allowable. 

3. Claims 26, 27, 29 and 30 are allowed and renumbered as claims 1 -4. 

In addition, the recitations "AB1 1-x" and "AB1 -40/42" recited in claims 26, 27, 29 
and 30 were corrected as "Ap1 1-x" and "Api -40/42". 

The title was changed to "N-1 1 truncated amyloid-beta Api 1 -x monoclonal 
antibodies and compositions"
